London, J.".n. 27.— A clispatch to the 
Daily Telegraph from Port Louis, Island 
of Mauritius, puhlished to-day furnishes 
particulars ro the British-Indian troop- 
ship Warren Hastings, which waa wreck- 
ed offtho island of Eeanion on Thurs- 
day, January 14. It aj^pears that when 
she ran ashore at 2:20 a.m. it was pitch 
darl: and torrents of rain were falling. 
She had on hoard soldiers and crew to the 
number of 1,232 men in addition to a 
number of women and children, families 
of the married men of tlie military force 

When the ship struck, the trooiis were 
ordered to retire from the upper deck, 
to which they Hocked on the first aliirni,' 
and frtU-in below. This they did prompt- 
ly, and the most perfect (ii'acipline iire- 
vniled, iiitlioufih tlie men were fullv (!on- 
ecioua of the danger they were in. 'Tlicy 
were quickly mustered on the 'tweeii. 
decks without confusion. Owing to the 
fact that the surf boats could not bo used 
for the landing of the troops, two of the 
crew of tlio AVarren Hastings were low- 
ered from the ship's bow to the rocks, 
and when it was found a landing could 
be eflected in this way, the disembark- 
ation of the soldiers waa commenced at 
4 b'clbck, Ciommander Holland hoping it 
w&s safe to retain tho women, children 
and sick on board until daylight. 

But the steamship was soon found to 
be heeling over rapidly and everyone 
was ordered to tho upper deck, danger 
from capsizing being imminent. Tliere- 
upoii Commander Holland orriored tlio 
lauding of the troops to be stopped, and 
ordered tho women and children and 
sick persons to be landed immediately. 
This order was obeyed with admirable 
discipline. Before b o'clock the decks 
were heeled over to an angle of 50 de- 
greep starboard and the boats were all 
swept away, Good swimmers were then 
permitted to swim ashore carrying ro])ee. 
By these means mapy others were land- 
ed and thedisembarkation of all on board 
was completed by 5 :30 with the loss of 
only two native servants. Many accounts 
of gallantry are reported. The French 
officials and inhtibitants of tho IslaniJ of 
Keunion gave the shipwrecked peoplp

INTERNATIONAL ARBITRATION. 

Meeting at Washington— Address to the 
President From the American 
Peace Party. 

Wa.shingtok, Jan. 27. — A large meet- 
ing of fri(;nds of the arbitration treaty 
between the United States and Great 
Britain now pending in the senate was 
held in the grand opera house here at 
•1 o'clock yesterday afternoon. Tho 
meeting was called to order by ex-Secre- 
tary John W. I'^odter, who made a brief 
address. Hon. Gardiner G. Hubbard, 
president of the American Geographical 
Society, was elected chairman. He made 
an iidilress strongly favoring the treaty. 
Addresses were made by Thointts Nelsoa 
I'age, President Whitman, of Colunibiiv 
college, and ex-Senator Hender.son, of 
Misaouri. A letter from Cardinal Gib- 
bons was reail exjiresaing his regret at 
not being able to attend tho meeting. 

Boston, Jan. 27.— In accordance with 
instructions formulated by the directors 
of the American Peace Society, an ex- 
pression in regard to the pending treaty 
of arbitration between the United States 
and Great Britain litta bt'en prepared and 
baa been forw;ii-detl to tlui I'resiilenl, ihe 
Secretary of Stale and the Stniato. The 
iiddreKa ia signed by h'oliert Payne, pres- 
ident, and JSenjamin Triieblood," eec- 
retury. The aildre.'^H says, among other 
tbiiigp; "We rejoice, we believe tho 
whole civilized world rejoices, tliat arbi- 
tration is triumphing over war. We re- 
joice in tho honorable share of our be- 
loved country in this grand confirma- 
tion. We rejoice that English-speaking 
yn ople have the proud privilege of being 
tlie j)ioneer8 in this great achievement. 
We rejoice in the firm faith that this il- 
lustrious example will be followed by 
other countries till in less time than 
would now be foretold, tho world shall 
feel the sweet but jjotent influence of 
that just nnd honorable step. 

" We do not begrndge cont;essions 
made by each party in the patient delib- 
eration which has ])rotliiced this treaty. 
We do not complain of the treaty that 
its machinery ia intricate or its terms 
brief. J']xperienco will simplify the pro- 
cetltiro, and tho terms whicli now begins 
will have no end. America and Eng- 
land are bound into perpetual amity by 
the indissoluble bonds of justice. The 
glory of this great international act be- 
tv?eon the two most powerful nations of 
the world is not merely that there are to 
keep peace with each other, but even 
more, they solenjnly declare that liere- 
after between them all that either party 
aska or will accept is justice."

present for that purpose as all the ships 
of the British North Atlantic equadron 
are at present in the West Indies. Mr. 
GoEchen suggested that a vessel he char- 
tered at Halifax to go in search of the 
State of Georgia, which is now St5 days 
out and is bidieved to have been lost at 
sea. The State of Georgia passed Dun- 
nol lltMid on December 28 on her way to 
Halifax nnd iias not since been heard 
from. She is 1,019 tons register, built 
at Glasgow 23 years ago, had a crew of

London, Jan. 27.— A Daily News dis- 
patch from Berlin says that a sensational 
qaarrel naa occurred at Copenhagen be- 
tween Henrich Ibsen, the Norwegian 
dramatist, and Bjornstjerne BjornBtein, 
the Norwegian novelist, who are related 
by marriage. The latter conBidera that 
Ibsen's drama of "Jolin Gabriel "Bork- 
man" largely cousiats of paaBagea from 
Bjomstein's own lite, which were prob- 
ably only known to Ibsen, and that tlie 
whole drama ia the work of revenge. It 
is believed that Bjornatein on hla part 
meditates a literary revenge in retalia- 
tion. 

The Busaian miniater for the interior 
him declared the whole of India to be in- 
fected with the plague.

(Special to the Colonist.) 
VANCOUVER. 

Vancouver, Jan. 27. — There is a strong 
feeling'dn the city that the authorities 
- Bhouldinstitute a very searching inveati- 
gatioD into the condiition under which 
the dead body diasected in the rear of 
McAlpine'B drug^ store waa obtained. 
It is alleged that the body wiia after use 
dumped into tlie inlet in piecee, and the 
local Japiinese are greatly excited over a 
rumor that the remains belonced to one 
of their dead countrymen. There is a 
general feeling that an attempt has been 
made to hush up this unpleasant matter, 
and there is strong suspicion of illegality 
in connection with the obtaining and 
disposal of the corpse. 

There la some discussion hero at pres- 
ent as to tlie legality of the atlixii];; of 
the corporate seal to the anti-Mongolian 
petition. The course taken is, however, 
undoubtely popular with the general 
public. The opposing minority repre- 
senting a very respectable element of 
considerable inflaencc baa, however, 
taken strong objection to the course 
adopted. 

The manager of the Takuah Harbor 
yellow cedar lumber mill liaa an idea 
that there ia big commercial value in oil 
extracted from that wood, lie accord- 
ingly encaged a chemist to exjjerinient, 
but in the course of this the expert waa 
badly injured by an explosion of the 
iiighly inflammablo oil, as a result of 
which be is now in hospital here to re- 
ceive treatment for a broken arm. 

An Indian named Charlie, charged 
with being drunk and disorderly, alter 
being let oil' with a warning was re- 
arrested on an old charge of c.ntting and 
wounding other Indiana in New West- 
minster about eight years ago. The In- 
dian, whose real name is Brown, then 
broke jail while under remand and is 
supposed to have been since living in 
North Squamiah. It ia doubtful whether 
a conviction can be obtained for the old 
offence as the evidence will probably be 
hard to unearth completely and what 
there is of it will doubtless bo weakened 
by failing memories through the lapse 
of time. 

The vagrant Brown, alias Frank 
Wright, wlio waa lately convicted on the 
charge of having stolon goods in his pos- 
session, is lighting hard for liberty un- 
der habeas corpus proceedings instituted 
by Mr. W. J. Bowser. It is claimed 
that Police Magistrate liussell was in 
some resi)ecta irregular in the course ho 
lollowed. If, however, Wright man- 
'ages to escape he will probably be re- 
arrested under extradition proceedings, 
being wanted in AVashington aa one of 
the Creighion gang. ^ The case comeS up 
for bearing on Feljruary 4.

.Speaking of the work being done by the 
drst named company ho said: "The 
company is engaged in opening up five 
groups of mines and has 800 men em- 
ployed. Wo have just about completed 
the tramway and concentrator at the 
Lanark mine near lUicilliwaet. We 
have developed it to the 400-foot level, 
and have 100,000 tqns of ore in sight to 
aend to the concentrator. The mine has 
a 25-foot vein, a 5-foot aeam of solid 
mineral and 20 feet of conceetraling ore. 
Assays in the latter give 05 ounces of 
silver and 75 per cent. lead. After April 
1 wo hope to be shipping -10 tons to the 
concentrator daily. In the Lerdeau the 
company is developing two sroupa, the 
Sunshine group, in which is the well 
known silver Cup mine, and the Alpha 
group. Both are looking well and 40 
men arc employed on them. Wo are 
also developing the Aaron group at 
Montgomery camp and have 30 men em- 
ployed there. We have abandoned the 
Waterloo and Apache groups, having 
found no values. In Rossland we are 
opening uj) the City of Spokane and 
have forty men employed there.

REVENUE AND EXPENDITURE. 



EoJdS of the criticisms of the provincial 
government disclose either great ignor' 
ance or great d^honesty on the part of 
those who make them. We are inclined 
tn tliink that in moat casea the former 
iilforda the explanation of them. Almost 
daily wo liud some of our contemporar- 
ies asserliiig that eonio diatriiit has con 
tributed so muuh to the revenue thia 
year and yet only a certain amount has 
been expended there, and this is follow 
<'d up with the intimation that if this ia 
the government's idea of fair dealing, 
the sooner men with stricter notions of 
i'j3tic;e are trivuii tlie reiua of power the 
Dotier. Such critics ought to learn that 
t le time to criticise the expenditurea 
provided tor a locality is when sup- 
ply is being passed. We do not 
a ly that a government may not be fairly 
c iticized at all times for not asking 
the house to vote sulliuient sums to meet 
t'le reasouiible demands of any locality. 
Ojr point is that after 6U|)ply liaa been 
once voted the hands of the government 
are tied until the lesislature meets 
again, except in the case of emergencies 
of the nature specified by the statute 
governing expenditures without a vote 
of the legislature. If the provincial rev- 
enue should bo swelletl by receipts from 
iinexpecled source?, tiic government 
w.iald have no right to B])end the money 
where it thought beiit; but if such re 
ceipts ahoald create a surplus orer the 
amounts voted by the legislature or ex 
vended under titc emergency act, such 
f.urpli'.s would be retained in the trcas 
^iry until its expenditure had been duly 
authorized by the house 

it may be worth while to mention to 
some of the ciitics spoken of that 
thia province enjoys what is known as 
rcsponsi'oie government. Certain e.x- 
l)enditure3, that is those which may be 
called the expense of maintaining the 
permanent government service, are fixed 
!iv law and the government is bound by 
tliu law until until the legislature alters 
it. .Such expenditure.H do not have to 
be voted annually. All other oxpendi- 
ttirps, with the exception of those made 
in Hoecific einergenciea, must be voted 
by the house, and it is a perfect answer 
to tlie demand of a locality for a jiublic 
work to say that no amount has been 
vr)tcd for that imrpose. If to thia it be 
i'ei)lied that the locality in (|uestion has 
l>;ii(l live times as much taxes as it 
was expected to, it ia conclu- 
sive under tlie system of responsible 
government to say that if a locality paid 
fifty times as much as it waa expected 
to, that fact would not warrant the gov- 
ernment in expending an additiouid dol- 
lar there over and above what the gen- 
eral statutes ordered or the supply vote 
authorized. We do not aay that if a 
great and unexpected emergency should 
arise, one not contemplated by any legis- 
lation! the government would not be 
warranted in using any money in the 
treasury to meet it, trusting to the ex- 
penditure being ratified by tlie legiala- 
lure. Thus iu the event of great and 
Huddenlcalamities arising from natural 
or accidental causes, the government 
inay take the responsibility of antici- 
pating a legislative vote. Instances of 
This nature arc not infrequent iu the 
liiatory of all the provinces; but it is 
yet to bo recognized as a ])rinciplo of re- 
sponsible government that bcciiiino it 
locality has contributed more to the 
ievesiie than was expected of it, the gov- 
ernment is. consnrable tor not expending 
jnore money than the legislature author- 
ized. All this is very elemeutary 



One.of the leading business houses qf 
Victoria'has an agent in Kootenay, who 
reports active competition between the 
Canadian Pacific, the iTireat Nortliern 
and the Northern raciiic for freight from 
yiotoria to Kootenay points., We reprint 
elsewhere a paragraph from the Eoss- 
land Miner to the effect that both the 
Columbia & Western and the Spokane 
& Northern may have their rails laid in- 
to the Kettle River country thia year. 
Thesfl facts are of great importance in 
connection with the agitation for a direct 
railway from the Coast to Eossland. The 
Qrst is important because it shows that 
the merchants of the Coast cities are not 
now dependent upon the caprices 
of any single railway company, and 
hence may go on and build up a trade 
with Kootenay just as rapidly as their 
business facilities aud their knowledge 
of the demands of the mining districts 
enable them to. The other is important 
because it shows that if it is desirable in 
the interests of the Coast to uet a more 
direct line into the Kettle River country 
than is now available or will be 
available on. the completion of 
the lines above mentioned, the way to 
accompli eh it is to build from Boundary 
Creek to the nearest western railway 
connection and to do it at once, before 
the trade to be developed has been cap- 
tured by .Southern and Eastern competi- 
tors. The Colonist does not wish to be 
understood as forecasting the railway 
policy of the government, which will, we 
assume, be announced in due season, 
but it suggests to the advocates of 
the direct line from the Coast 
to Kootenay if it would not be 
wise policy in case the government 
shall ask the hotiao to aid such 
a project and the house shall* concur, to 
put the assistance in such a form that 
the Coast cities may have a rail route 
into the Kettle River district as soon as 
Spokane and points in Eastern Canada. 
It ia clearly out of the power of the gov 
ernment and the legislijture to give all 
the assistance to railways that will be 
asked. It is equally clear that some aid 
must be given. We are much impressed 
with the idea that a line of policy can 
be discovered, which, without placing 
unreasonable burdens upon the province, 
will secure the construction of certain 
lines which may be called the keys to 
the railway developmentof the province, 
and that the results which will follow 
such construction will secure all neces- 
sary extensions at a cost to the province 
far below what anyone now talks about

A auggestion made by Mr. D. W.

It would preserv 
a prdlitable miirkot for a class of cattle 
whicn while (iuit;e merchantable in the 
Weat are a little below the standard 
for Great Britain, and for which there 
no otiier market than Koot 
enay. Ontario and (iiu'bec interests- 
which Hon. Mr. I'laher seems to have 
mainly considered while at Washington 
could not Biifi'er under the partial 
quarantine, and tliey would probaably 
Bull'er under a 35 per cent, duty, so that 
in asking for an increased duty Alberta 
would be doubtless confronted with 
lOaatern opposition. Everything con- 
sidered, a quarantine for British Oolum 
hia only would be about the moat satis- 
factory arrangement that could he made 
—Calgary Herald.

TWO FARMERS' PARLIAMENTS. 

To-day the dairymen and fruit-Krowcrs 
meet. These agricultural p,arliaments 
are institutions of the highest value. 

Valuable ae are the gold and silver dug 
from the mountains, they are secondary 
tj the golden products of the dairy and 
the red, russet and silver products of the 
orchard. In time, the storehouses of 
the mountains will be exhausted; but as 
long as the propitious skies send showers 
upon our fertile soil will our cattle and 
our fruit trees be sources of wealth and 
prosperity. 

The adaptability of the coast regions 
of British Columbia to dairy farming has 
now passed outside of the sphere of 
doubt. It is not very lon^ ago that the 
ranchers of Western Washington doubt 
ed if they could ever compete in their 
home market with the dairymen of the 
])rairie states and California. When the 
price of milk went down and the supply 
increased, the ranchers turned their at- 
tention toco-operative dairyinir, with very 
gratifying results. They do not realize as 
much for the products of their dairies 
as they did in the old days when they 
sold their milk for 22 cents a gallon, but 
they find the new dairy farming paying 
very satisfactorily, even at the ])re.sent 
compai atively low prices of butter. It 
is not open to doubt that the long sea- 
son when cattle can thrive out of doors, 
the shortness of the period when they 
must be fed at the barns, and the luxur 
iance and nutritous character of our 
grasses make British Columbia an ideal 
lairy countrj'. 

So far as our fruit is concerned, its jios- 
bibilities are hard to measure. This in- 
duHtry ia only in its infancy and very 
probably much remains to bf) done iu 
the way of developing varieties best ad- 
apted to our soil and climate. This can 
only come after long and, in many cases, 
diBajjpointing experiments. The field of 
usefiilneaa before the Fruitgrowers' As- 
sociation is a very wide one. It is inw 
tereating to mention in this connection 
that among the freight that has gone 
forward to Japan in the steamers ot tho 
Nippon Yusen Kaisha lino have been 
several consignments of apples, and it 
appears likely that a large market for 
this fruit may be developed on the other 
side of the PaciDc.

fore the trustee board last evening, and 
engaging the attention of that body for 
upwards of two solid hours. Great di- 
versity of opinion prevailed ns to the al- 
terations desirable, and before the salary 
list was finally passed some concession 
had been made by every member of the 
board. As finally adopted it shows a 
grand total for salaries of ^^liS. iOO, inclu- 
sive of :fl,500 lor " contingencies " and 
.$1,000 wliiuh it is proposed to utilize in 
the employment of a city inspector of 
schools during the last half of the year.

The discussion as to the adjustment 
of salaries was introduced by the 
reading of the . following report 
from the special " equalization " 
committee — a report which it 
subsequently developed did not repre- 
sent theunanimoDs opinion of that com- 
mittee, composed of Tnisteea Yates, Hall 
and Mrs. Jenkins, but was signed by 
these three members of the hoard, eacli 
til a reservation of right to support 
KMidinents upon the eoinniittee's rec- 
ommendations when the rejjort came 
befor(! the full board: 

'^'our coiiuiiittet' to whom the (jiiea- 
tion of readjustment of teachers' salar- 
ies was referred'; beg to recommend; 

" That the salary of the principal of 
the High school be 4<1260 per annum, 
that of each of his three aaaistants 
$U)20 per annum. 

That the salaries of all other princi- 
pals bo $1,020 each per annum. 

'That the salaries of all hrat a.saist- 
anta be $800 each per annum. 

" That the salaries of all other teach- 
era be $000 each per annum. 

"On the above basis the total anionut 
which will he required for Huiaries dur- 
ng l.Si)7 will be :f;)-l,410. To this has to 
be added the salary of gymnastic in- 
structor, which we recommend to ho the 
same aa last year, viz : ifdOO, making a 
grand total of $;ir),010." 

It was decided to take this report 
seriatim, and Trustees Yates aud Belyea 
at once moved the adoption of the first 
recommendation, concerning the salary

the salaries of bia assistants. To this 
Trustee Hall had an amendment, that 
the salary of the Principal be $1,320 and 
that of each assistant $1,0S0. He held 
that the assistant masters of the High 
school, who were required to possess the 
degree of B..^., should at least receive aa 
high salaries as the principals of the 
graded schools, who were not rciiuired to 
poBsesa this attainment. The amounts 
which he named in hia amendment were 
not aa high as paid in Vancouver, and 
the fact should not be lost sight of that 
good teachers demanded good salaries, 
and to obtain good roeults gootl teachers 
wore eSBeutial. His motion found a sec- 
onder in Trustee Mrs. Grant, who con- 
curred in the remarks of the mover. 

Trustee "i'litea opposed the amendment 
vigorously, holding that, while inaiatiiig 
on the muintenance of a high standard 
of education and paying aalaries befit- 
ting the importance and nature of the 
work, the board should have regard to 
the con.litioa of the times, and not draw 
unnecessarily upon the finances of the 
city. It must not be forgotten that there 
were many other requirements besides 
schools that the taxpayers would need 
to have s.^.tisiied out of the year's 
revenue, and the improvement of the 
ventilation and lighting of certain of the 
eelioolB was of more iuunodiate necessity 
tliaii the further increaae of salaries pro- 
posed by Trustee Ida II. 

Another of the board who 
could not approve of Trustee flail's 
suggestion was Trustee Belyea, who 
pointed out that $1,251) now 
was equal in purchasing power to $1,000 
four years ago. The responsibilities 
resting upon the principals of the graded 
schools were not borne by the assistant 
masters of the High school, and Trustee 
Hall's remarks in this regard were there- 
fore not well baced. It was admitted 
that the city should have good teachers 
and i)ay thera well, but surely the dif- 
ference between $1,020 and$l,OSOa year, 
did tiot constitute thodiflerence between 
a good and a bad salary V 

Tiiu.sTEK McMicKi.Ni; had still a third 
proposition to make, aud moved in 
amendment to the amendment, that the 
salary of the principal of the Higli school 
be $l,o50, and the salaries of his assis- 
tants stand at the amount suggested in 
the committee's report. 

At this point the vote was taken, Mie 
amendment to the amendment being 
negatived, and the amounts being hnal- 
ly fixed at $l,3l!0 for tlie principal and 
$1,020 for each of his assistants. 

Passing to the next item, it was moved 
by Trustees Belyea and Yates that$l, 020 
per annum be the salary of each princi- 
pal — of the Boys' and Girls' Central, 
North Ward, Victoria Weat and South 
Park schools. In .Tmendinent Trustees 
McMicking and Hall proposed $1,080 — 
or $00 iier month — the former remark- 
iii'j that this was about equal to the salary 
jKiid the .--ame position in Vancouver; 
and ^Irs. Grant supporting, with the 
observation that "if the teacher in 
charge of any one of these largo siihools 
named was not worth $90 per month, he 
or she was not fib to be the principal of 
such a school." 

TuirsTEE Belyea objected. He men- 
tioned the fact that three of the princi- 
pals included were married men with 
families, while two were unmarried 
ladies. If the motion were conUned to 
these heads of families he might be less 
disjJOEcil to opi:)Ose it. I"or the ladies he 
considered .■f!,OL'0 jier annum ample 
salaries — more, perhaps, than they 
would earn elsewhere or in any other 
avocation. 

"But," inquired the Chairman, "if 
these ladfes will marry— I suppose that 
will remove yonr objection? '' 

"In that event," observed Trustee 
Belyea decisively, "we will fill the i)osi- 
tions with male teachers if my opinion 
[trevailsat this hoard." 

Mus. Grant apparently interiiruted 
Trustee Belyoti'a remarks us a cludlciige 
and iin inediatidy took it up. , Tiio ques- 
tiou was not, she .said, one of married or 
single, manor woman. It was a (luc.stion 
of (tapacily tor work, of (lualilicat ion , ex- 
rience and Herviceahility to the city 
and the cause of education. Tlie salary 
was paid not to the individual, hut to 
the work performed and thus the condi- 
tion of sex did not enter into the matter 
at all if business principles were to pre- 
vail. 

TiifsTi;i; V.A-ncs agreed that it wns the 
position, not the inemnlieiit, that was to 
he piii(i ami the item was adojited on the 
-I to 2 division, at :M ,1)80. 

The salaries of liist assistants pro- 
voked no (lebate, nor did the api)roved 
sngi^estion that Mr. Doran, at .Sjjring 
lUd^e, receive >r'S00. The next luotioii 
in order was " that all other salaries be 
$000 ))er annum ," and this again brought 
Trustee belyea to his feet. He held 
that it would be a great hardship to in- 
crea»<i the salaries of the principals, in- 
crease the salaries of the next in rank,- 
increase the salaries of the junior slafl', 
some with little experience and receiv- 
ing at present only $30 per month — and 
cut down the salaries of trie<l, ex]ieri- 
eiiced and capable leacherH for no cause 
or no hick of ability. Ho moved that 
the aalaries of the teachers of the third 
vnd fourth divisions of the Boys' and 
Girla' Central, Xorth Ward and South 
Park remain at $750 and $050 — and after 
several other motions had gone begging 
for seconders without success, this 
was accepted. Trustee Yates recording 
his objection. It was, he maintained, 
a farce and nothing more, to approve u 
principle, stich us the $600 salary basis, 
and then let the heart run away with 
the head immediately; set the princii)lc 
at defiance; and establish a moat un- 
fortunate precedent. 

The salary for the third division at 
Victoria West stood -as in 1896 on this 
resolution ])aa8ing the board ; and the 
$000 scale was udoj)ted for all lower 
divisions.

both local papers — tliey having credited 
him with advocating u standard salary 
of .$500 per annum, whereas ho had said 
$000.

As to the alleged misreport, Mrs. 
Grant thought it was Trustee Relyea 
who required to be set right. Ho had 
no doubt fully intended to say $000, but 
what ho had said was $500,as"the papers 
had it. 

Such being the case Trustee Belyea 
said that it was then a mistake of the 
tongue — and what he had intended to 
say was accordingly recorded, 

A formal resolution to the effect that 
the board reserves the right to alter sal- 
aries at any time passed without oppo- 
sition, on motion of Trustee Belyea, and 
$1500 was added to the salary estimate, 
for contingencies, Trustee McMicking 
explaining that while $000 was the 
standi! I'd i^aiary adopted, it was ijuito 
probable that the board woljhl find it 
advisable to reward special ability with 
special salary. - 

The urgent necessity of a school in- 
sjvettor being added to the city otticial 
staff was emphasized by Trustee Yates, 
who moved that $2,000 bo placed on the 
list for such an officer, Mrs. Jenkins sec- 
onding the motion and observing that 
an inspector was essential to the elHci- 
ency of thetenchirg stall" and the schools. 
Trustee Hall favored co-operation by 
Victoria, Vancouver, VVestminater and 
Nanaimo in this regard. JThere was 
hardly snflicient work for an inspector lu 
one city, he contended, and the expense 
might very well be divided among the 
four. ,\ll were .agreed that this would 
he accBDtable if it could be arranged, hut 
in the meantime it was decided to ])ro- 
vitlo ai.K months' salary for such an ofii- 
cer in the estimate. 

On tiie completion of the salary list 
the hoard discussed in committee and 
with closed doors the sanitary and other 
impi-ovements held to bo necessary at 
the Cential and High schools, jind in 
connection resolved to ask the city for a 
special appropriation of $17,000 to carry 
out the improvements in (inestion. It 
was also decided to have a conference 
with the city authorities — the board be- 
ing represented by a coiii niittee of two 
— in regard to a room being set apart at 
the city hall for the use aiul purposes of 
the board. This comiiiittee will rejiort 
at the next trustee meeting. 

As finally adopted the board's esti- 
mate for the year is as below :

Mlap to th« hatcheg, -with a cargo 
thjit was bulky but not heavy, the Ore- 
Son^Asiatic steamship. Chittagong ar- 
rived from the orient at Portland on 
Mondiiy morning. Her cargo consisted 
mostly of tea, silk, matting and curios, 
and was the (largest she has yet bronght 
to the port.

Umeifftl atid Other Resources of Bomudnry 
Creek— Magnificent Claims Located— 
Interesting Description. 

fSv'b'ot the members of tho Boundary 
Creek Mining and Commercial Associa- 
tion, Mr. Robert Wood and Mr. T. Mc- 
Donell, gave some interesting informa- 
tion about their part of tho province in 
the course of a conversation yesterday 
afternoon. The mining, timber and ag- 
ricaltural resoawsea are all of importance 
aad the undeveloped resources are cer 
tain to bring the district into promin- 
ence aa one of the moat flourishing ottbe 
wrovince. On the eaat of Ohiistina lake 
already three or four timber leases have 
been taken up, and a largo sawmill is to 
be put in immediately at its foot. Up 
the North iFork of the Kettle river there 
are quantities of cedar, tamarack, Brand 
while pine, and a sawmill is to be erect- 
ed there during the coming -summer. 
ExteDsiretractsofagricnltiiraland ranch- 
inglandarein theitumediate vicinity and 
an advantage of the Boundary Creek 
country for mining is that the. bills are 
low and rolling, and aa are >very easy of 
accees. 

On the main Kettle river, above Rock 
crcci;;, there is a new mining district 
with a number of 'fine claims already io 
CJited. There are three distinct mineral 
l)rtQin8 in the territory, one on the North 
Fork of Kettle river, another on Boun- 
dary creek, and tt<third on the Main Ket- 
tle river above 'Kock creek. Mining 
camps are dotted in all directions, and 
v/ork is being .prosecuted in camps at 
iDeachvood, Summit, Whit«.^'8, Central 
.Douglas, I^ong .-Lake, Volcanic and oth<:r 
places, though the last named belongs 
more to tho Osoyoos district than to 
Boundary Greek. Many prospectors are 
out in the hillo, and things bave a lively 
outlook for the spring, 

On the Cariboo mine, at Camp Mc- 
Kiuney, the ten-stamp mill is at work 
ponnding out gold, and on the Victoria, 
a couple of miles distant, the intention 
ia to ship before the winter ia over, a 
force of men now being at work getting 
the mine in shape. 

As samples of tho camps, particulars 
were given of some of the claims which 
Messrs. Wood and McDonell were able 
to recollect " ofT-hand." For example, 
at Greenwood, 'there is the Stemwinder, 
owned byFarrell & Midgeon, with three 
shafts of from 50 to 100 feet, showing a 
big body of ore 12 feet wide, running ?40 
in gnl(l iind G per cent., copper. 
At Summit cam]), the Emma has 
a lOO-Iool shaft down and tPe li. Dell 
with a shaft (io feet deep. At Deadwood 
considerable work has been done on the 
Mother Lode, nnd tho second payment 
has been made by tlie parties to whom 
the mine was bonded. A number of 
Bales have lately been made, including 
that of the Sunset and Crown Silver to 
Mr. Hogg of Montreal for $10,000, and 
the Great Hope to other people for $12,- 
000. Among the claims at Copper camp 
are the Jinterprise and Big Copper with 
considerable work done on them, and at 
Long Lake the principal claims are the 
Jewel and the Dinero Grande, bonded 
by a Vancouver company for |60,000. 
At this mine Leslie Hdl, the company's 
engineer, has just completed a 
road and is putting a number of men at 
work. Tho North Star ia another mine 
in this camp, the ore being free milling 
or concentrating. 

Touching on the camps at White's, 
Douglas camp, Atwood's, the Skylark 
and Providence, other mines were in- 
stanced as to the work being done, and 
it may be mentioned that the Lincoln 
in White's was tho first mine to ship ore 
from the district, a quantity being sent 
from there to the smelter in 1892.

CHINESE SKClH<yr SOCIETIES. 

U S. Government Will Not Be Drawn Into 
the Fuclional Fit'lits Between Them. 

Wasuinoto.v, Jan. 27. —Tho atato de- 
partment liaa declined to be drawn into 
the factional light now going on in San 
Francisco between the two big Chinese 
secret Bocietiea, the Sam Yupg and the 
Set! Yups, which has been marked 
already by murder and other deeds of 
violence. About two weeka ago, at tho 
instance of Senator White, Asaiatant 
Secretary llockhill listened to a state- 
ment from a San Franciaco attorney, 
representing the See Yupa, who sought 
to have the state department intervene 
to prevent tho Chinese consul at San 
Francisco from taking action boatile to 
that society. . It was soon made apparent 
to jbhe atate department that this was 
not a matter of action, certainly at thia 
time, if at all. It is held in the depart- 
ment that a grieved society must find its 
recourse in the local law, which can re- 
strain the oflending ollicial if cauao ia 
shown. If it is, however, liuld by the 
local or atate authorities that thia is a 
case demanding the action of tho na- 
tional government, the issue can bo 
made only by fornml complaint by tho 
governor of California against the 
Chinese consul-i;eneral, which com- 
plaint, if made in due courae, will be 
laid before the Chinese government 
through its minister at Washington, or 
through Mr. Denby, minister to Peking.

At the fortnightly uiestltig ot the Vic 
to' ia District Fruit Growers' Aasociation 
at Cedar Hill last Tuesday eveiiiug, Mr 
£. M. Palmer continued his lecture on 
insects injurious to fruits and fruit trees 
Riviug a short life history of several pesta 
found in the 'district, and pointing ou 
the stages of their existence when they 
can be easiest destroyed by means of 
epraving, or prevented from doing harm 

Green aphides were now found in the 
form of small black eggs on the twigs o 
appli' trees, and the trees should bo well 
sprayed with the lime, salt and sulphur 
wash (No. 1 Spray) used liot; the eggs 
beiiitrditticult to destroy, a second spray- 
ing is often necessary before growth com- 
mences in the spring. The lye wash 

■ (1 lb. of lye to 5 gallons water) ia used 
for the 8'Miiv purpose with gooci results 
and where trees have be''n allowed to 
get r.ioHHv and grown up witli lichen, it 
is advisable to use the lye wash first and 
follow up with the No. 1 spray as di- 
rected. If eggs of green aphis are a" 

' lowed to batch in the spring, the strong 
.■• washes givea above cannot be used to 
- . destrojr them without injuring the new 
growth, so that during the growing sea- 
son tobaaso and soap wash, or quassia 
and soap wash, should be used with the 
, spray piirnp to keep them in check. It 
is much better to do thorough work in 
the dormant season, when there is no 
fear of injuring the trees. 

Woolly aphis was next referred to, and 
the same remedies advised to be used 
particular attention in the lirst place 
being given to the cutting away of all 
dead or diseased bark on infested trees 
to expose the insects to the action of the 
spray. Live specimens of woolly aphides 
are found all tliAjugii our inikl winters, 
sheltering under diseased or dead bark, 
or in the edges of wounds caused by 
pruning. As the woolly coating of the 
aphides protects the insects against the 
action of sprays, it is importent to use 
.. -all the force possible with the spray 
pump when fighting this pest. 
, Mr. Palmer .|)ointed out that in dealing 

■ with the aphis it is quite 'as important 
to thorougtily prepare for the spraying 
as the spraying itself, because the sub- 
stances used kill only by actual contact 
with the insects, they take their food by 
Suction, and cannot bo poisoned in the 
same way as caterpillars or leaf-eating 
insects. 

The life history of the hop and plum 
, aphis was next explained. The eggs of 
this pest are laid on plum trees, and two 
or three generations of aphides born, 
after which they migrate to the hop 
vines, and after living and multiplying 
there during the summer, migrate back 
to the plum trees in the fall and the 
' eggs are deposited to continue the 
species. It ia best to destroy the eggs 
with the strong winter washes (No. 1 
. spray or lye wash). Quassia and soap 
wash has been found the best spray to 
use for ttiB pest ou hop vines. 

The oyster shell bark louse was next 
dealt with. In the dormant season its 
eggs are found beneath the scales, and 
spraying as for green aphides w^is recom- 
mended, taking care that the protecting 
scale ia destroyed by the action of the 
spray, and repeating the spray till this 
is done. The eggs hatch in May, and 
the young lice are very easily destroyed 




just at that time by spraying with to 
bacco or quassia and soap wash. Close 
observation is required to detect the 
young lice, as at that time they are very 
small, yellow insects, and without any 
scale to pr6tect them from the action of 
I the spray used. 

Tne San Jose scale, which is the most 
dreaded insect of this class, was referred 
to, and the immense loss and expense 
entailed or fruitgrowers of California 
ana Oregon in lighting the insect there 
were emphasized. By vigorous meas- 
ures, when found here, it was hojied 
that it could be exterminated altogether. 
In the case of borers in ajiple trees, it 
was pointed out that prevention was 
better than cure. The de|)oaiting of 
eggs by tlie parent beetles should be 
prevented by coating the bark of the 
trees with a mixture of soft soap and 
washing soda or lime, soap and carbolic 
acid, in May and .Tune. As borers were 
usually found in trees with unhealtliy 
or diseased bark, the importance 
of proper tare and feeding of 
the trees was pointed out. 

For currant borers, cutting ofl' and 
burning infested wood in tlie winter was 
advised. Kaspberry cane borers were 
dealt with in the same way, except that 
the borer being found in the new shoots 
in Slimmer, and their work being very 
easily seen on accouniof the dying away 
of the to]) of tin; shootH, all such shoots 
should bo cut oil' and burneil at once 
when noticed. liaspberry root borers 
which had been very destructive in Vic- 
toria, were not easily dealt with, the 
cutting out and burning of infected roots 
being the only practical remedy of any 
service. 

The gooseberry and currant worm or 
slug and the the pear and eherry tree 
slug wre easilv destroyed by a thorough 
application to' the peats of iiellebore, and 
in applying the remedy on any ecale, the 
Leggett, powder gun was a very labor- 
saving and economical machine for the 
work. The well known tent caterpillars 
should be dealt with by destroying their 
e;zi.' clusters in winter, and the nests or 
webs of young caterpillars early in sum- 
mer; if neglected till late in the season, 
spraying with Pans gieen could be tried 
to prevent their ravages ; but if the for- 
mer methods were properly carried out 
there would be no necessity for thia. In 
the case of the bud-moth, a small cater- 
pillar which destroys the flower buds and 
young leaves of fruit trees in the spring, 
spraying with Paris green just as growth 
t^ommences is the best remedy— later ap- 
lilications not being of much service. 
All leaf-eating caterpillars could be de- 
stroyed by the use of Paris green sprays. 
It was pointed out tiiiit benelicial or pre- 
dacious insects feedi'.ig upon those in- 
jurious to plant life were increasing in 
niitnbers every year, but could not be 
relied on to keepijestsinsubjection fl.Uo- 
gfcther, to the exclusion of sprayinjg or 
preventive measures.

NICHOIiAS THE CZAE. 

His Healtb Said to Be Excellent— Additional 
Lielit on His Troubles. 

LonaoK, Jan. 28. — A despat(!h to t!ie 
Telegraph dated at St. Petersburg lust 
oigbt Bays : " Count VorontsoS Dasch- 
koff, a miniater of the Imperial court, 

authorizes me to a^iirm in the most 
emi)hatic terma that the liealtli of tlie 
Oa\r is excellent, and ttmt Ilia jMiijesty 
receives the Roveriiinent roportH daily 
and takes his usual walks and makes hie 
accustomed visits, lie lias in no way 
changed the ront,iiie of hi.y life duriiit;the 
last few weeks." 

The Grand 'Duke Michael is, however, 
aullering from a serious attack of inflani- 
mution of the langa, according to the .St. 
Petersburg correapondent of tlio Tele- 
graph, and his eldest son has been has- 
tily summoned from the Caucasus re- 
gioQ. The Dowager Empreaa pays dailv 
visits to the Grand Dake Micnael and it 
is expected will continue to do so during 
his illness. 

A dispatch to tho Daily News from 
Berlin quoting from a St. Petersburg let- 
ter to ttie Leipzigor Nuclirichten, makes 
statements wliicli tlirnw additional light 
npon tho troubles of the Czar. Tliis cor- 
xeapondent of the Leip/.iger Nachricliten 
aaya that tho Czar really sull'era from 
nothing more than an ordinary boil, 
complicated with nervous affection, 
due to the incidents itccompanying 
Ilia acceasion, coinl. i)oIili(;al struggles 
luul nameroas intrigues. These <lis- 
piitea are OBt^nsibly over the financial 
schemes. proposed' by Mr. DeWitt, the 
Kii^siaii minister of finance. This really 
amoiibtB to a straggle for ascendency be- 
tween the old Husstan party and the 
progressives. So warm was the cliscn.s- 
hIou at a recent council meeting thai, the 
Czar brolce down entirely; tears gather- 
eil in his eyes, and he buried his face in 
his Ijands and oried 'Do what you like. 
It'll all the tame to niP,' " 



PELAGIC SEALING. 

Pre?; BtaVl! Jordan Saj6 it l« the Sole 
Obstacle to the Restoration of the 
Seal Herila. 

Wasui.s-gton, Jan. 27.— David Sturr 
Jordan, commiaaioner in chfirge of the' 
fur seal investigation for 189G in liia re- 
port to the secretary of the treasury, 
makes a close estimate ot seala of all 
claBses at one time or another on the 
Pribylofl' ialands during last Bumuier, 
finds the number to have been about 
440,000, of which over 88,000 died on 
or about the islands daring the 
aame period. Of the total mortality 
pelagio scaling accounts for 29,396, and 
about 27,000 pups died of starvation or 
traniplin<;. As to pelanic sealing. Presi- 
dent Jordan savs : "Pelagic sealing ia 
IJehring sea in August ia in tho highest 
degree destructive to tho herd. If con- 
sidered as an industry, it is a suicidal 
one, as it can be prolitalily continued 
only under conditions which must bring 
it to a speedy end. 

" I'elagie sealing ia therefore not pro- 
perly an indu.stry at all, as it ndds uuth- 
ing to tho wealth of the world. Since it 
began, more than ()00,OUO fur seals liave 
been taken on tho Korth Pacilic ami 
Behritig sea. This means deatli to no 
leas than 400,000 breeding females, the 
starvationof 300,000 pups and the de- 
struction of 400,000 pupa still unborn. 
In this calculation account ia taken only 
of those of which tbe skins have been 
brought to market. No record of animals 
losr, after being shot or speared ia avail- 
able, thougli the number ia known to be 
very great. Pehmie sealing, in the 
judgment of menibera of the present 
commission, has been tho sole Cinise ot 
tlio continued decline of the lur Bca 
herd. It is at present the sole obstacle 
to their restoration and the sole limit to 
their indefinite increaae. 

" It is therefore evident that no set- 
tlement of the fur seal (luestion as re- 
gards either the American or Russian 
islands can be permanent until it shall 
provide for the cessation of indiscriiiiin 
ate killing of lur seals both on the feed- 
ing grounds and on their migrations 
There can be no ' open season ' for the 
killing of females, if the herd ia to be 
Itept intact." 

In concluding hia long and compre 
hensive report, Mr. Jordan points out 
what he believes would be a solution of 
the whole ([Uestion of the preservation of 
the fur seal. He says: " The sole pos- 
sible basis of adjustment must be the 
protection of fur seals through mutual 
concessions, international courtesy and 
and self-resjiect. As long aa pelagic 
sealing exists, th* restrictions governing 
it are of slight importance, and the re- 
latione between thoownersof the Prihy- 
lolt'islnnds and the nations whose ships 
have the right to deatroj' its herd must 
be in some degree strained. 

"The ultimate end in view should be 
an international arrangeinent whereby 
all Bkina of female fur seals should be 
seized and destroyed by the custom an - 
thoritiesofcivilizednationawhethfcrtaken 
on land or eea from the Pribylolf herd 
the Asiatic herds or in the lawless raid- 
ing of tho Antartic rookeries. In the 
destruction of the fur seal rookeries of 
.Vtitarl ii_', as well us t'losenf Japan islands 
and IJetiriii;; tea, .Viiierican enterprise 
has taken a leading part. It would be 
well for Aiiieiii-a to lead the way in stop- 
ping jieia^ic sealing by restraining her 
own citizens without waiting for the ac- 
tion of other nations. Wo can ask for 
protection with better erace when we 
have necorded unasked ))rotection to 
others." 

AltBlTKATION PROPOSALS. 

Suggested Amendments to tbe Treaty— Kini; 
Oscar's Relations Willi Great Britain 
Too Close. 

Wakhi.s-cton, Jan. 27. — An amend- 
ment ia to be ollered to the arbitration 
bill which, it is believed, will fully pro- 
tect all the rights of the I'nited .States 
under the IMonroo doctrine and also Am- 
erican rights in connection with the Ni- 
caragua canal and the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty, but ita terma were not made 
public. Another amendment covers 
the feature of providing for tiie 
selection of King Oscar of .Sweden and 
Norway as umpire. This provision of 
tbe treaty is receiving very careful scru- 
tiny, and it now eeema <|iiite i)robabk' 
that an amendment will be adopted 
changing its terma. Jt is possible that 
the clause may be striekon out or that 
the arliitration eominission may be em- 
powered to choose ita own umpire when- 
ever tho occasion arises, and that a de- 
ciding vote may be necessary. 

Tho menibeiH of tho coniiiiittee who 
criticize this portion of the treaty say 
they find tliat tho relationaiiip between 
Great Britain and Sweden iaa very close 
one, and that thoy have discovered also 
that an alliance exists between 
(ireat Britain and France, in 
which the two former coun- 
tries agree to protect tlie Scnn- 
diiiavian kingdom, •' by force of anna," 
if C'-casion requires such a display on 
tlii'ir part. TJiia agreement they eon- 
aider showB a relationship too close to 
justify the United Statea in accenting 
the ruler of one of the countriea to the 
alliance as arbiter in a dispute with one 
of the parties to it. 



Advance of British Forces Feared by 
the Khalifa— The Bubonic 
Plague.'' . 

Italy to Evacuate Erythrea— Prin- 
cess de Chimay-and Her 
Husband. 



London, Jan. 27. — A special to tho 
Daily News from Cairo says -that the 
Khalifa is removing all the women, 

children and valuables from Omdurman, 
on,tho Nile opposite Khartoum, to El- 
Obeidjjthe chief city of Koidofan, fearing 
the immediate advance of the Anglo- 
Egyptian forces. Abu Homed has de- 
serted tho main portion of the Berber 
garrison and gone to strengthen the for- 
tilicationa at Omdurman, which are be- 
ing strengthened in every way possible. 

After complete disinfection and sev- 
eral changes of clothing, the Knglishman 
from Bombay who arrived from Brindisi 
at Milan in a second class railway car- 
riage and was refused a permit to cross 
the frontier, owing to the prevalent fear 
of a possible outbreak of tho bubonic 
plague, has been liberated, Tho rail- 
way carriage in which this traveller from 
India journeyed through a portion of 
Italy was repeatedly aluuited on to sev- 
eral' Hillings and it, too, haa undergone 
the disinfecting procesa. 

The Daily Chronicle ia apprehenaivo 
lest the statements recently published 
here of ex-Senator Washburn should 
have a tendency to relieve the Uepub- 
lican party of the necessity ot lij^hting 
what It calla the " Silver Cra/.e ; thus en- 
abling that party to devote itself to a 
policy of protection jnire and simple. 
Commenting on it tbe Chronicle says a 
more momentous result for the workl 
generally can hardly be imagined." 

A dispatch to the Times from lionie 
says that the Italian goveriiineiil hasdc- 
cided to evacuate Krythrea, with the 
jjossible exception of Massowati. It ia 
reported that this abandonment of the 
Italian possessions in northeastern Af 
riua will be the chief' issue in the ap- 
proaching elections in Italy. 

At the ejiecial election juat held for the 
constituency of Salisbury for the purpose 
of filling the vacancy caused by the re- 
signation on January 18 of Mr. Edward 
Henry Hulse, Conservative, Sir. Alliu- 
een, IJnioniat, received 1,42-1 votes, and 
i\Ir. h'uller, Liberal, received 1 ,2118 
votes. 

A Vienna dispatch to the Tally i\Iail 
saya tliat a telegram juat received from 
Jlilan announces that the Princess de 
Chi may and Janoa Bigo, the Hungarian 
gypsy musician, who recently eloped 
with her, have quarrelled violently. 



NORTH AMERICAN SQUADRON. 

Considerable Increase of Britain's Naval 
Strength Contemplated. 

WAsirrN-GTO.N', Jan. 27. — Newa liaa 
reached here that tho .\diiiiralty at Lon- 
don haa given iiiatructioua for the Hot- 
spur (coast defence ship) and tho Mon- 
arch (third-class battleabip) to he com- 
missioned at an early date for service at 
Bermuda. As there are at present no 
British arir.ored vessela on the North 
Atlantic station nor in the West Indian 
squadron, this .nction of the Admiralty ia 
taken to mean that tho f^ritiali Govern- 
ment intends to make a cjnsiderable in 



VISITOR FROM RUSSIA. 

Victoria Likely to Come Into Toucli With 
tbe Great Siberian Railroad. 

Dr. Gregory De Kannet, a correspond- 
ent who represents five of the most im- 
portant journals of Russia, among which 
ia the Novoati (Newa) of St. Petersburg, 
is at present at the Queen's. Ho ia on 
his way to Alaska, and in the meantime 
ia making a circuit of British Columbia 
and Puget Sound cities. He propoaea to 
remain three months in tho North in 
order to write up that country, and hia 
travels throughout tbe United Statea and 
British Columbia are for a similar ob- 
ject. Ho lectured and acted as 
a Knssian press representative at 
the World's Fair. In presenting his 
third tour of the globe, hia lirst having 
been nmtie ahortly after bis graduation 
from the ^Moscow Imperial Univeraity in 
tho early SO'a.

In tbe round-the-world 
trij), prophesied to be made in .35 daya, 
ami in which tbe two greatest railroads 
on earth will be important factors, 
I here is, he believes, no escaping 
Victoria, lying as she does in the path- 
way of tlie shortest route that could 
posaibly be majiped out. 

Dr. de Kannet yesterday delivered an 
interesting lecture on educational meth- 
ods in the A'ictoria High school, and 
after being listened to with close atten- 
tion, allowed the pupila half an hour 
to put questions about Russia. The in- 
telligence displayed by them be thought 
was surprising. ' On Friday and Satur- 
day, the 6th and 0th pro'simo, the doctor 
has arranged to give three lectures in the 
A.O.U.W. hall, two of these for the joint 
benefit of the High and South 
Purk school library funds. For h'riday 
evening and a Saturday matinee he 
leclures on the " Heart of KuBsia " and 
"The Coronation," ami for Saturday 
evening his subject will bo "One Hun- 
dred M in ii tea with Jho Tsar." He will 
giv(! over 100 Btereodiorainio and " mag- 
niscopo" animated pictures. The niag- 
uif-cope ia of recent invention and has 
never been seen hero before. It is said 
to depict nature in all ita phases of life 
and motion, and ia claimed to be the 
greatest of the triumphs thus far achieved 
by eleetricitv.

Farme.ra arc recognizinu that co- 
operation ia far more advantageous than 
individual ellbrt, not only in dairying 
but in other lines connected with the 
farming industry. 

Mr. F. W. Behnsen, manager for 
Kurtz it Co., returned Tuesday evening 
from a three weeks' trip in tho Kootenay 
country. Ho reports business on tbe 
boom throughout the Slocan aud Koote- 
nay diatricta, with brighter prospects 
ahead. At Salmo, the new town in the 
Salmon Rivet country, carpenters were 
erecting buildings, despite the fact that 
a snowstorm was raging at the time*. 

Cowichan district ia not without a nice 
little mining boom of ita own, according 
to the report of Mr. William Dwyer, of 
Duncan, who ia. juat now at the Now 
England. On Sanaome narrows Reeve 
Wood has a very promising copper pro- 
roaition, while at Cowichan lake Mr. 
Dickey has men working on three cop- 
per-a'iiver ledges, which give indicationa 
of merging into one very valuable prop- 
erty. Prospectors are out in many 
other parts of the district, and 
while tlie discovery of gold mines is not 
an every-day occurrent'e, some highly 
t'licouraging finds have been made.

Thesis 
were badly amashtd before I aaaumed 
my present charge. I feel certain that 
this entire property can be secured at a 
mere nominal rental, or purchased at a 
low figure. The house could readily 
and cheaply be converted into 
three or ' four excellent school- 
rooms. By transferring Kock Bay 
district to the West ward- the serious 
overcrowding of the North school would 
be averted, and the Weat school would 
be correspondingly benefitted. My 
teachers and classes could thus be ar- 
ranged for much better and more satis- 
factory work."

A BRANCH ORGANIZED 

In This City of the Provincial Society for 
the Protection of Animals. 

The Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animala, which became an 
organization of the past in this city about 
two yeara ago, was yesterday ' re-estab- 
lished upon a nnire securely laid founda- 
tion. In the past the Victoria society 
waa an independent organization — now 
it ia |)art and parcel of an association 
embracing the entire province, and is 
known as the Victoria Branch of the 
B.O.S.P.C.A. Rev. Dr. Camjibell haa 
been chosen president; Dr. D. P. Hold- 
en is secretary-treasurer ; and tbe execu- 
tive is compoaed of these two oHicers 
with Messrs. F. B. Kitto, A. J. Dallain, 
W. II. .Alaeon, Ven. Archdeacon Scriven, 
Miss Agnes Deana Cameron and Dr. R. 
Hamilton — the latter of whom will prob- 
ably bo chosen as local inspector. 

Thia executive was instructed to draft 
and report to an early meeting of the 
Branch, probably next Wedne8day,a con- 
stitution and by-laws based on those of 
the jjrovincial society, which has 
its head ofhces in New Westminster, 
and whose objects — as delined 
in the act of incorporation passed laat 
sprintr— briefly are : 

" To provide ellective means for the 
prevention of cruelty toaninnila through- 
out the province of British Columbia; to 
enforce all lawa which are now, or may 
hereafter be, enacted for the protection 
of animals, and tq secure by lawful
